Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.~The Supreme 
court today declined to annul as unconsti- 
tutional the initiative and referendum meth- 
od of legislation in the states. It decided 
that it has no jurisdiction over the form ot 
government in states, that being a pe-

Chief Justice White announced the de- 
sion of the court. 

“” As the lasues (in the Pacific States Tele- 
phone and Telegraph case) “presented in 
their essence,"’ said he, are and have been 
definitely determined to be political and gov- 
erumental and embraced within the scope of 
the powers conferred upon congress, and 
not therefore within the reach of the judicial 
power, it follows that the case presented is 
not within our jurisdiction, and the writ of 
error must therefore be, and it is dismissed, 
for want of jurisdiction.”

Mayor Harrison sent to the city counetl 
last night the appointment of a commission 
to investigate the causes of unemployment 
in Chicago and to suggest remedies therefor. 

The mayor has spent considerable time 
studying the situation since receiving a let- 
ter from Prof. Charles R. Hendergon of the 
University of Chicago several weeks ago 
The letter urged a scientific investigation of 
industrial] and economic conditions which 
have resulted in leaving 125,000 men in the 
city without work. 

Prof. Henderson suggested that the com- 
mission be made up of representatives of 
manufacturers and other employers of labor. 
students of civic conditions and members of 
the city council. Thie the mayor did. Some 
time ago he presented 4 resolution to the 
council creating the commission and explain- 
ing its purpose. This resolution, however, 
provided for a commission dt five aldermen 
and ten citizens, but the mayor, at his own 
suggestion. was given authority to extend 
the membership to twenty-two, five alder- 
men and seventeen citizens.

Chief Justice Fuller following Luther vs. 
Borden in the controversy over the Kentucky 
government in the case of Taylor vs. Beck- 
ham. 

Referring to the doctrine as laid down in 
these two cases, Chief Justice White said: 

„It is, indeed, a singular misconception of 
the nature and character of our constitu- 
tional system of government to suggest that 
the settled distinction which the doctrine 
just stated points out between judicial au- 
thority over justicilable controversies and 
legislative power as to purely political ques- 
tions tends to destroy the duty of the ju- 
dietary in proper cases to enforce the con- 


stitution. 


Defense Shows Own Weakness, 

“How better can the broad lines which 
distinguish these two subjects be pointed 
out than by considering the character of the 
defense in this case? The defendant com- 
pany does not contend here that it could 
not have been required to pay a license tax. 
It does not assert that it was denied an op- 
portunity to be heard as to the amount for 
which it was taxed, or that there was any- 
thing inhering in the tax or involved intrin- 
sically in the law which violated any of its 
constitutional rights. If such questions had 
been raised they would have been justicie ble, 
and therefore would have required the call- 
ing into operation of judicial power. 

Instead of doing any of these things, the 
attack on the statute is of a wholly different 
character. Its essentially political nature is 
at once made manifest by understanding that 
the assault is not on the tax as a tax, but 
on the state as a state. It is addressed to the 
framework and political character of the 
government by which the statute levying the 
tax was passed. it is the government, the 
political entity, which—reducing the case to 
its essence—is called to the bar of this court.’

Look: Into Labor Conditions, 

It is the purpose of the mayor that the com- 
mission shall make a thorough investigation 
of labor conditions at the present time, and 
compare them with the employment situa- 
tion in the past, golng back as far as the com- 
migsion feels it necessary to gather data to 
help it to get at the root of the problem. 
Just what working scheme will be used by the 
commission cannot be told at present, as none 
of the appointed members reached by Tux 
TRIBUNE Would venture a forecast on what 
course the commission would take. 

One of the most striking proofs of the seri- 
ousness of unemployment in Chicago is, ac- 
cording to the police and officials of tha 
United Charities, the present crime wave. It 
is believed that over 100,000 men are walking 
the streets, most of them unable to find a 
job, and only a few of the number successful 
in locating casual employment for a day or 
two ata time. 


Crime Wave Unprecedented, 

These authorities declare that when phys- 
ical needs—food and shelter—have become 
acute problems, which apparently cannot be 
solved, the unemployed enter the field of 
crime. 

It is believed the present number of unem- 
ployed in Chicago is the largest the city has 
ever known. R also is a fact that never 
have the jails of the city been so crowded as 
at present, and seldom if ever have robberies, 
burglaries, and petty thefts been so numer- 
ous. 

That the political unrest and the attempts 
by the government to regulate large busi- 
ness corporations, thus causing what is 
haps an unnecessary alarm in the ranks of 
emploxers, are partially responsible is ad- 
mitted by Prof. Henderson, who invoked the 
mayor to appoint the commission of the un- 
employed. The unusually severe winter als? 

is blamed for the existing circumstances. 

A great many employers have either re- 
trenched or have refused to add any to their 
force of workingmen, because they feel 
nervous about the political situation and 
what it may bring,” sald Prof. Henderson. 
„ don’t know whether this fear is justified, 
but there hag been enough business depres- 
gion in this city and adjoining cities in the 
middle west to thraw a great number of men 
out of work.” 

Blames Political Conditions,

U. of C. Professor Tells Class One May

“The sincere atheist is not necessarily ir- 
religious; no man who-has the courage of his 
convictions need have fear. One may deny 
every one of the cardinal doctrines of the 
church, even the immortality of thé soul, 
and yet be intensely religious 

This is part of an address delivered yes- 
terday afternoon before the University of 
Chicago divinity school by Prof. George Bur- 
man Foster, professor of comparative re- 
ligion at that institution. 

Man cannot live without science, he 
said; “ man would not want to live wifhout 
religion. Efficiency, the modern watchword 

berrowed from the commercial world, does 
not satisfy the needs of the soul. The need 
is for the fusion of the religions of the east 
with their rank, miracle, and monarchy, with 
the religion of the west, which has experi- 
ence, order, freedom, and fraternity. 

Gone are the old ideas of region; gone 
is the old notion of the divinity of the sacra- 
ment, ot the efficacy of prayer, of the au- 
thority of the scriptures, of the divinity of 
Christ; gone even is the former view of the 
immortality of the soul. And there is in its 
place only the modern idea of efficiency, 
which emphasises temporary success and 
does not answer the question of the rest of 
the spiritual. Caught up in the world agony, 
the poor soul must find rest and refuge in 
the very bosom of reality.”

E It based this iargely on the statement that 
Mrs. Leeds wore the pearls in Paris before 
they were imported. 


Execution Annuls Insurance. 

Execution on the gallows annuls the crim- 
mal's life insurance policies, according to the 
Supreme court decision holding that the four 
infant children of James S. McCue, once 
mayor of Charlottesville, Va., who was exe- 
cuted in 1905 for wife murder, were not en- 
titled to $15,000 insurance money from the 
Northwestern Mutual Life of Milwaukee. 

Revenue Law Upheld. 

The gross revenue tax law as 
applied to express companies was held con- 
stitutional by the Supreme court. The state 
will be able to recover approximately $100,- 
000 in taxes from the express companies as 
a result. 

The court in another decision held a similar 
law of Oklahoma unconstitutional. The lat- 
ter law was found to be more than a tax on 
‘property and was distinguished from the 
Minnesota case on that ground. 

The Oklahoma law was expected to bring 
into the state treasury about $3,000,000. 


Upholds Texas Medical Law.

POLITICS IN SELECTION? 


Some Members of Senate May 
Start Inquiry Into Record of 
New Jersey Jurist.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—{ Special. ]— 
The appointment of Chancelior Mahlon Pit- 
ney of New Jersey to the Supretiie court by 
President Taft today is likely to arouse op- 
position on the part of some members of the 
senate. 

Although President Taft is satisfied Pit- 
ney. is an able and progressive exponent of 
the law, there are a number of senators who 
declare they will oppose his confirmation if 
his record is found to offer warrantable 
ground therefor. : 

They are studying his judicial decisions 
and inquiring into his political activ- 
ity before he was eleveted to the New Jer- 
sey bench. 


Labor Leaders Against Pitney. 

One of Chancellor Pitney's decisions has 
been called to the attention of the progres- 
sive senators by Iowa labor leaders in a tele- 
gram received this evening. In this opinion, 
delivered in a Paterson, N. J., labor case, 
Judge Pitney said: 

“The law is quite clear that no person 
has the right to entic®@ away another's 
servant. The right of the master to have 
his servant continue in his employment with- 
out mdlestation or enticement by any third 
party is a property right, eo recognized by 
the law.”’ 

The Iowa labor organization protests 
egainst the confirmation of Pitney on the 
ground that this decision shows him iu tol- 
erant of the rights of labor. 


Cite Opinions by Judge. 

Many important decisions in labor cases 
have been rendered by Judge Pitney and 
most of them have been regarded by labor 
organizations as hosti'e, in spirit, if not in 
letter. 

The latest of his decisions to meet with 
the disapproval of organized labor was ren- 
dered a year ago in the case of the strike of 
the Glass Bottle Blowers’ association against 
the George Jonas Glass company at Mino- 
cola. 

Chancellor Pitney included the following 
in his opinion: 

“It is unlawful for strikers or union men 
to attémpt to force or persuade men under 
contract or men employed at will from their 
work. It is unlawful to use force or an- 
noyance to prevent persons willing to work 
from keeping employment. It is unlawful 
to picket works fer the purpose of preventing 
or annoying those willing to work. It is un- 
lawful to conduct a boycott of the kind con- 
ducted at Minocola.”’ 

The appointment of Chancellor Pitney was 
made by the president upon the recommenda- 
tion of Senator Briggs of New Jersey yes- 
terday. Mr. Taft conferred with former Gov. 
Murphy of New Jersey, who it a member of 
the RepuDlican national committee. 


Think Pblitics Enters Race. 

The progressives also are trying to find out 
whether political considerations are involved 
in the choice. Murphy's call on the prest- 
dent ie regarded as significant. At the White 
House, however, it is denied politics ‘had 
anything to do with the selection and it js 
asberted the decision to name the chancellor 
was reached several days ago. 

Judge Pitney’s record in politics is being 
studied. He retired’ from congress to ac- 
cept election to the New Jersey state sen- 
ate in 1000, and served in that body while 
the legislature was passing the laws under 
which corporations flocked to New Jersey for 
chartere. The progressives want to know 
v. hat Pitney’s position was with reference to 
such corporation legislation. 


WILLIAM PENN NIXON DIES 
FROM SUDDEN HEART ATTACK. 


Veteran Newspaper Man and Politician 
Never Recovers Consciousness After 


Being Stricken. 


William Penn Nixon, veteran newspaper 
editor and politician, died at 12:30 this morn- 
ing at his residence, 4221 Kenmore avenue. 
Mr. Nixon had been stricken with heart faii- 
uré shortly before midnight Saturday night. 
Within an hour hope of his recovery had 
been abandoned. From the time of his first 
attack until his death he remained uncon- 
scious. 

Reports from.the sick man’s beside early 
last evening were to the effect that he had 
‘passed a good day and that his condition 
showed distinct improvement. There was 
no real hope, however, that he would recover. 
Dr. George De Tarnowsky, Mr. Nixon's son- 
in-law, who attended the patient, immediate- 
ly after the seizure expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Nixon would not live more than 
forty-eight hours.

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—According td the Tage- 
blatt, the court janitor must have been re- 
sponsible for the invitation to the emperor's 
recent drawing room of Mr. and Mrs. Price 
Collier and their daughter.

Comer in writing of the Germans is quoted 
by the Tageblatt as saying that in no cap- 
ital of the continent is the German found 
otherwise than objectionable and that no 
tears would be shed if they should be chas- 
tised. 

The Tageblatt contrasts this with the re- 
tusal of the kaiser to recejve the president 
of the reichsteg.

Five Members of Senate Com- 
mittee Find Corruption 
in His Election. 


SEAT IN GRAVE PERIL. 

Only Four Votes Needed to Have 

Majority Against the Wis- 
consin Man. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
Senator Isaac Stephenson of Wisconsin may 
lose his seat in the United States senate. 

The first gun against him was fired today 
in the 9 of a strong minority report 
made by five members of the committee on 
privileges and elections—Senators Jones of 
Washington, Kenyon of lowa, Clapp of Min- 
nesota, Kern of Indiana; and Lea of Tehne- 
see. This report says, “ We have a right 


| to assume, from these admitted facts and 


actions that corrupt methods and practices 
were used in connection with Mr. Stephen- 
son's election. 

A canvass of the senate discloses that thirty 
Democrats agree with the minority report. 
All the progressive senators, numbering 
thirteen in all, are understood to take tha 
view that M®. Stephenson is not entitled 
to his seat. 


Senate Divided Nearly Equally. 

At present there are ninety-one members 
of the senate and the Arizona senators will 
be sworn in before a vote shall be taken, 
making the membership ninety-three. A ma- 
jority of the senate consequently will be 
forty-seven. Adding the vote of Senator 
Jones to that of the forty-three Democrats 
and progressives, there remain only four 
votes necessary to assure the adoption of a 
declaration that the Stephenson election was 
fraudulent. 

The managers of Mr. Stephenson realize the 
danger of his situation and this is respon- 
sible for the haste which is being observed 
to have the senate record its decision. Sen- 
atof Heyburn of Idaho, who signed the 
majority report declaring Stephenson en- 
title? to his seat, announced last week his 
purpose to address the senate in this cage 
tomorrow. He began his speech today. 


Charges in Minority Report. 

Referring to the fact that the sénator, 
through his lleutenants, spent $107,793 in his 
campaign, and that candidates for the state 
legislature spent proportionately large sums, 
the minority report quotes from the majority 
repart: 

‘Such expenditures were in violation of 
the fundamental principles underlying our 
system of government, which contemplated 
the selection of candidates by the electors 
and not the selection of electors by the candi- 
dates. 

The minority report then proceeds: 

We concur in this statement and it justi- 
fies us in opposing the conclusion of the ma- 
jority. How a seat in the senate can be se- 
cured ‘in violation of the fundamental prin- 
elples underlying our system of government,’ 
with the evidence showing the use of such a 
large sum ot money, and not be tainted by 
corrupt methods and practices, we are yna- 
ble to comprehend. ’’. 

Shows Evils at Primary. 

Quoting again from the majority report, 
which, after summarizing the methods of 
Senator Stephenson's election, declared that 
if they. had been used by a candidate fora 
state office in Wisconsin it would de diffi- 
cult. to justify such conduct under the laws 
of the state,“ the minority report continues: 

“ This statement we indorse. It warrants 
our opposition to the conclusion of the ma- 
jority. If it would be difficult to justify a 
campaign like this by a candidate for a state 
office, why is it not equally difficult to justify 
it on .the part of Senator Stephenson? He 
was not compelled to go into the primary. 
He elected to do so and he should be held 
to the same degree of accountability as arfy 
other candidate in that primary. 

„If he used methods—and the majority says 
he did—that it would be difficult to justify 
in behalf of a state candidate, then it ie 
equally difficult for the. senate to justify 
such conduct on the part of a candidate fora 
seat in this body and preserve its integrity 
and honor. In our judgment it cannot do |

Frederick E. Smith, Unionist, who repre- 
sented the official opposition, eaid the govern- 
ment had made a “ flagrant shuffle out of a 
piain and positive promise under duress from 
the Nationalists.” 


Says Public Was Tricked. 

Two years ago, he said, the government hat 
bamboozled the nation with the promise of 
a measure for the reconstitution ef the house 
of lords, but immediately after the election 


the mask was thrown off and the government | 


took refuge behind the phrase “if time per- 
mits.“ 

The government conspiracy with the Na- 
tionalists precluded this time being found 
until the home rule bill was passed. 

Simon Denies Any Conspiracy. - 

Sir John A. Simon, Liberal, on behalf of 
the government denied the home rule bill was 
the result of a conspiracy. The government 
bill, continued Sir John, was a tardy meas- 
ure of justice by means of which the Liberal 
party was about to reconcile the Irish - people 
with the other imhabitants of the United King- 


dom. 
The debate is expected to last two days.

NEW YORK MUSEUM OF ART 
‘GIVEN $1,020,000 BY BANKER. 


Francis L. Leland’s Donation Largest 
Gift Received by the Institution 
During Life of Donor. 


New York, Feb. 10.—A gift approximating 
$1,000,000 to the Métropolitan Museum of Art 
was announced tonight. 
largest gifts ever made to the museum and 
is from Francis L. Leland, president of the 
New York County National bank, a civil war 
veteran, and a member of the museum. 

The announcement came as 4 surprise to 
the officers of the museum after the annual 
meeting today. Leland requested J. P. Mor- 
gan Jr., son of the president of the museum, 
end Robert W. De Forest, vice president, to 
call at hie residence and apprised them of His 
intention. 

The gift is made in the form of 1,200 shares 
of the New York County National bank, 
which at the current quotation are worth 
$1,020,000. 

The museum has . three larger gifts 
during its history, but they were bequests 
in wills and the present gift is the largest 
ever received during the life of a donor.

HE selection of The Lady from the 

Sea” as the Ibsen representative in 

the repertory ‘of the Drama Pleyers 

was justified last evening, at least in 

the attitude of the audience, which was 
distinguished in appearance, solemn of mien, 
and much less catarrha! than usual in its 
deportment. 


At the same time other and perhaps less 


important vindication of the choice was 
lacking, inasmuch as such better acting plays 
as “An Enemy of the People” and “John 
Gabriel Borkman were unfamiliar and 
available. Written after a formula of rigid 
realism, The Lady from the Sea seems 
to have too firm a frame for so dream- 
lly poetic an idea, and its symbols clat- 
ter falsely in their hard environment. In 
the reading the comedy is full of glamour, 
of the mystery and romance of the sea—even 


in the reading of a transiation—but in the 


acting the sense of one is diluted and it thus 
becomes commonplace when not grote 

Mr. Robertson and Miss Reicher aré, no 
doubt, steeped in the acting tradition of the 
play, and so criticism of the manner. of its 
presentation by one who is not appears U. 
grounded. One reads of Miss Reicher's dis- 
tinguished father impersonating Arnhold in 
important Berlin productions, and she her- 


j self is experienced as an actress of the wild 


feagirl.”’ Mr. Robertson is famed hereabouts 
es a@ studious pioneer of the dramatist’s 
works.

He was, therefore, in the minds of 
many, grotesque, inetead of picturesque, 
and he certainly would have been more of a 
symbol had he followed the instructions in 
the printed play and worn traveling clothes 
and a visored Sootch cap. It was in the first 
scene with him that Miss Reicher, as Elida, 
was most efficient. There her simulation of 


the terror she felt for him was an ene, 


example of her metier, and she caused the 
audience to become quite stormy. Previ+ 
cusly Miss Reicher had been a bit explosive 
when not taut, acting strainedly and siving 
stress to unimportant linea.

Court Decides Big Stage Case. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—I[Spestal 
The production by Richard Ferris ot Mlinois 
of the play The Fatal Card was declared 
a piracy today by the United States Supreme 
court. The right to the play is the property 
of Charles Frohman, according to the de- 
cision, which was rendered by Associate J us- 
tice Hughes. 

The decision is regarded as of the utmost 
importance by producers of foreign plays in 
this country. “ The Fatal Card was writ- 
ten by Charles Haddon Chambers and B. C. 
Stephenson and produced in London in 1804. 

. Frohman bought the American rights, but 
did not copyright the play in this country. 
Ferris produced an adaptation by George E. 
McFarlane and copyrighted it. 


The Superior court of Cook county, III., 


ordered that Frohman had sole right to the 
production, and, after a reversal by the 
Appellate court, this view was upheld by the 
Illinois Supreme court. Ferris then appealed 
to the federal Supreme court on a writ of 
error. 

Our conclusion,” says the court, is that 
the complainants (Frohman et al.) were 
owners of the original play, and exclusively 
entitled to produce it. Their common law 
right, with respeet to its presentation in 
this country, had not been lost. This being 
so, the plea of the plaintiff tn error (ferris) 
was substantially identical with the com- 
plainant’s that it was simply a piratical com- 
position.”

ATHLETICS DRAW CRITICISM. 


Minnesota General Alumni Association 
Members Speak in Favor of Puri- 
ty in Sports. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 19.—Athlietics at the 
University of Minnesota and in general freely was 
criticised tonight. at the ninth annual banquet 
of the Minnesota General Alumni association held 
here, and attended by hundreds of alumni. Presi- 
dent George Vincent of the university was toast- 
master, and in his address declared that the rules 
governing athletics must be enforced with honesty 
and moral courage or else abandoned. 

The speech of James D. Armstrong of St. Paul, 
a graduate of the University of Mich'gan, in which 
he advocated the breaking of the conference ties, 
drew applause from the Danqueters. He declared 
that conference athletics had been hedged in with 
rules ‘‘ which it would be a scandal to impose 
upon horse Jockeys. 

The university will stand absolutely for the 
strict enforcement of whatever rules are now 
in vogue covering intercollegiate athiet‘cs,”’ said 
President Vincent, but if we do not feel as if 
the rules should be enforced, if they are not fair 
and just, then we should have the moral courege 
to look with scorn on the restrictions and make 
known Gur intentions not to enforce them. We 
will look after the purity of our athletics and we 
will let other institutions do the same.“

Figures at Harvard Show Increase of 
Freshmen After Successful Year 
on the Gridiron. 


Cambridge, Mase, Feb. 19.—Figures carefully 
complied by Harvard statisticians show that suec- 
cess on the athletic field is always followed by 
an increased college attendance. Conversely, the 
defeat of the principal athletic teams is a sure 
indication that the next year’s registration will 
be a disappointment. 

Figuring back twenty years or more, it is found 
that in the year following a Yale football victory, 
there has always been a decrease in the enroll- 
ment at Harvard of freshmen from public schools. 
Most students from private schools decide on 
their college two years or more in advance, but 
in the public schools the influence of athletics !* 
more apparent. | 

In 1901, which followed a severe defeat at the 
hands of Tale, 230 freshmen enrolled from the 
public schools. The Crimson won the following 
year and the registration jumped to 203 men. Yale 
won in 1908 and 247 enrolled. In 1905 both Yale 
and Pennsylvania downed Harvard and the en- 
trants were only 205.
